For the rearing of the little struc- | 
ture,.that is so quietly proceeding, 
in their con- 
struction of the bones and teeth, de- | 
pend chiefly on the calcium = salts. 
Should the mother's diet be deficient 
in these building stones, the 
workmen are “obliged to go to the 
only other available sources of sup- 
ply, the bones and teeth, to meet their 
wants.
